Lij 
Yasu, deposed emperor of Ethiopia 
long reputed to be a prisoner In 
golden chains, is dead, it was an¬ 
nounced today. 

The grand.son of former Em¬ 
peror Menelek. a cousin of the 
pre.sent Emperor Haile Selassie, 
died in exile in a villa prison speci¬ 
ally constnteted for him at Tiara 
Mulata, near Harar, where he had 
every comfort. 

Selassie In Mourning 

Haile Sela.ssie, who became re¬ 
gent and heir to the throne to 
share the rule with Queen Zauditu, 
daughter of Menelek. now dead, 
when Lij Yasu was depo-sed by 
the tribal chiefs in 1916, went into 
mourning for his predecessor. 

Lij Yasu. who was 38 years old, 
succumbed to a llng'-ring illness. 
He was born in Feuruary, 1897. 

Lij Ya-su ruled Ethiopia for only 
three years before going into exile 
and becoming subject of many a 
strange and fantastic tale. 

Prevented Kidnaping 

The favorite legend had the one¬ 
time monarch held in golden 
chains at Haile Selassie's Addis 
Ababa palace to prevent the Ital¬ 
ians, now invading Ethiopia, from 
kidnaping him. 

Other reports had the possibility 
of an Italian bombing of Harar 
prompting the emperor to remove 
Lij Yasu to a secret hiding place 
far in the Hinterlands 

('luim|)agne and Cards 

It was generally conceded that 
at Halle Selassie's orders, the de¬ 
posed emperor was allowed to live 
in luxury, even to such comforts 
and diversions as champagne and 
playing cards.

Carl Talcott, 30. of 635 North 
Pomona avenue, Fullerton, suf¬ 
fered severe bums on the body 
early this morning when fumes 
from a gasoline pump on the 
Sunny Hills ranch north of Fuller¬ 
ton ignited and blew him bodily 
from a small pump shed. 

The victim was saved from more 
severe bums through instant ac¬ 
tion on the part of Grant Phillips, 
ranch executive, who saw the blast 
and toi^ burning clothing from 
his body, according to Fire Chief 
Davis of Fullerton. 

Fumes from the gasoline pump 
apparently were ignited by sparks 
from an electric motor as Mr. 
Talcott opened a door on the shed, 
according to the fire chief. The 
resultant explosion threw the vic¬ 
tim several feet and Mr. Phillips 
and workmen succeeded in tearing 
oft burning clothing before fatal 
burns were suffered.

DENIED VISEL 


Payment for damages aaaertedly 
done 600 orange and lemon trees 
last year when flood waters were 
diverted from their course and 
rushed through his grove wM de- 
^ nied Nelson S. Visel, Santa Ana, 
in a decision handed down yester¬ 
day by Judge G. K. Scovel in de- 
i partment 3, superior court. 

Judge Scovel denied damages on 
the grounds that because the flood 
was brought about by unu-sually 
heavy rains, no evidence had been 
introduced to show what propor¬ 
tion of the flood waters were 
caused to flow over the Vise! prop¬ 
erty by obstructions allegedly 
i placed in the flood channel. 

Mr. 'Visel had sued Rose Mary 
Budlong as an individual and as 
the guardian of Richard Joseph 
Maag. the latter also being named 
as defendant. The suit alleged that 
Mrs. Budlong had caused obstnic- 
: tions to be placed in the arroyo 
, that, normally, carried away high 
waters from his property. He 
charged that the flood water 
washed away surface soil from 
around his trees doing damage es¬ 
timated at $4456 which he sought 
to collect in his suit.

JUDGES AND GOWNS 

O RANGE COUNTY superior court judges frown upon 
the proposal to make them wear black, silk gowns. 
We don’t blame them much. The Mother Hubbards they 
wear in some states wouldn’t look well even on so hand¬ 
some a trio as we have on our superior bench. Possibly 
stream-line effects would be an improvement but even that 
is a moot question.
